AMPI£ SOFFIT OF FSatriUZUR -- T'u^ea Sin-nrun, 6 Apr 1*9 

An ample supply of fertiliser is available in North Korea fcr this 
year's spring sowing. This was due to the increased production of chemical 
fertiliser. The Sir 'jnam Fertilizer Manufoctur lag" Company, for instance, 
as early as 16 November had attained 106 percent of the 19*8 annual pro- 
duction quota for t: ; People's Economic Flan. 

Beside the Increased production, the distribution was greatly aided 
by the hearty cooperation rendered by the railroad workers who transported 
the product as rapidly as possible from the factory to the farmer eo that 
the fertilizer vuuld be ready for the spring sowing. 

As of 20 March 19*9, the city of Pyongyang ‘had supplied the farmers 
vith 101 percent of the city's quota of fertilizer for the first quarter 
of the year. As of the same date, North Korea as a whole supplied the 
full percentage of the monthly quota for that month. 

PRODUCTION OF SPRING COCOONS -- Ewanghae Inminpo, 9 Apr 1*9 

In an effort to promote the silk indue try of North Korea, an all-out 
preparation for production of spring cocoons la being made by the farmers 
in the Ifeengjong-ni, Soch’on-myon, Kamch ' on-Kun, in &fanghae-do, which is 
one of the important silk centers In North Korea. 

Woman play the major role in the sericulture industry of this village* 

To attain the annual production quota of 1^ sheets of eggs asoigred to the 
cocoon-raiBing center in this village, the village women made 600 piece* of silk 
worm screen and 600 pieces of sir-worm net. Forty pieces each of screen 
and net are required to raise ail k forme hatched from each slieet of eggs* 
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On 25 b&rcb . women applied six straw bags c f ammonium aulfete 
on 3 acres of aulberry field, and five days later carried 13*500 kilograms 
of vegetable, iranure. to the f ield . The women with no experience in seri- 
culture assist the work at the Joint, silkworm- raising centers under the 
guidance of the flkillied monitors. There are new seven such centers in 
this village. 


The village also selected 15 U chungbo /one ohungbo is 2.451 ftcrea7 
of shrub area to raise oak- leaf silkworms. $0 women were mobilized 

for P days to cultivate the oak- leaf si 1’ verm farms. 
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
